150-Mile House, B. C\. March 24.— 
The sleighing between Williams Lake 
and this point is finished, the road 
being, save for five miles across the 
ice of Williams Lake, hare and 
muddy. 

Two carloads of freight arrived on 
the last train from Bquatnish for 
Alec Campbell’s store at Quosnel 
Dam. These were immediately loaded 
on sleighs, in the hope that they 
would catch the last of the sleighing. 
One of the sleighs carried 7.000 
pounds. At the Indian village on the 
north end of the lake that sleigh broke 
under the enormous strain, and an-, 
other stuck in a mud hole on a side 
hill. Eight horses were hitched to It. 
hut were unable to move the outfit. 
At nine o'clock it was apparent that 
a camp would have to be made, as 
the horses were played out. The 
thermometer had dropped to ten be¬ 
low. so three men. Including the 
writer of this, walked to 160-Mile 
House. The trail was bare, though 
ns slippery as glass and uphill. 

H. L. and E. J. MacDonald, who 
are taking a large outfit in, are 
stranded at 150-Mlle House, and as 
yet there Is no sign of the teams. 

On Wheels. 

The last sleigh has left Williams 
Lake for this year. Freight will have' 
to be brought this far on wheels and 
transferred at this point to sleighs, for 
the mountain trail to Beaver Lake 
and thence to Quesnel Dam. The 
mad from here to Beaver Lake is re¬ 
ported to be in fair condition, though 
the thaws of the last few days have 
played havoc with the snow. From 
•now until the Summer road Is open 
transportation will be slow and dif¬ 
ficult. 

Many are making the trip from 
Williams Lake to Quesnel Dam. 
packing in small outfits on their 
hacks. J. G. Wilson and Archie Mur¬ 
ray passed through yesterday on 
their way to Beaver Lake, thirty-two 
miles distant. Everywhere one hears 
of the rich ground at Spanish Creek I

SPRING ASSIZES 
STARTED TO-DAY 

IN VANCOUVER 


Robbers Failed to SecunCash 
in the Bank 

Thought to Have Escaped Into 
the United States 


Vancouver, March 28 —The Spring 
assizes opened here this morning 
with Mr. Justice Murphy presiding. 
A. It. Macdonald. K.C., is crown 
prosecutor. There are thirty-five 
cases on the list. After Ihe selection 
of the grand jury this morning, sev¬ 
eral cases were submitted to it. The 
first trial Is expected to commence 
to-morrow morning. 


Vancouver. March 28.—The branch 
of the Roy.il Bank at Ladner, twenty 
miles south of Vancouver, wus robbed 
early this morning of Y'ictory Bonds 
and other securities. The robbers 
chopped a hole through the brick wall 
of the bank buildings, but were un¬ 
able to get at the cash deposited in 
the safe. They cut the telephone 
wires and escaped in a stolen auto¬ 
mobile. 

The bonds were taken from the 
safety deposit vaylts. 

Forty-nine out of 114 safety de¬ 
posit boxes were rifled, and it is'esti- 
mated that $60,000 worth of bonds 
and other securities was taken. The 
bandits evidently planned the rou- 
bery with the utmost care. Presuma¬ 
bly they escaped eastward and prob¬ 
ably were across the boundary line 
into the United States before the 
alarm was raised.

Rested after his long sea voyage, radiating good spirits and 
looking ev’ery inch the “Papa” of the victorious French armies, 
Marshal Joffre greeted the people of Victoria to-day. 

It was a new Joffre who received hundreds of eager Victorians 
in the Empress Hotel this morning—a Joffre altogether different 
to the tired soldier who stepped upon Canadian soil for the first 
time yesterday. The Marshal has benefited greatly from a rest 
and a sound sleep. To-day he appeared years younger than the 

day before and displayed ftn alert- * 
ness, a real Interest In the people 
who were presented to him that sur¬ 
prised and delighted those who had 
greeted him Monday. 

Many Aro Greeted. 

The Marshal, In a dark blue 

uniform, its sombre color relieved 
only by a long row of military 
decorntionH, sat behind a small table 
in one of the private dining rooma 
of the hotel, his aides-de-camp in 
their sky blue uniforms standing on 
either side. A long^ line of hundreds 
of eager people waited to see tho 
grizzled veteran of the Marne and 
he had a smile and a word of greet¬ 
ing for everyone. 

As each person was presented to 
him by Samuel Hill, his host on this 
continent, the Marshal bowed. He 
seemed delighted to meet the people 
of Canada for the first time in their 
own country. To soldiers of tho 
Great War and veterans of other 
wars he was particularly gracious 
and murmured a few words of greet¬ 
ing In French as they approached. 

Kissed The Children. 

With his white hair and kindly 
smile it was easy to see why the 
French Poilu, trusting in their great 
commander In the gloomy days of 
1914 when Paris seemed within the 
grasp of the Gorman armies, chris¬ 
tened him "Papa." And to-day he 
played the part of “Papa” to hun¬ 
dreds of Victoria kiddies. A smile of 
more than usual delight greeted every 
little boy and girl who stood before 
him this morning and each of the 
younger kiddies received a kiss from 
the lips of the kindly pld warrior. 

The greetings of the little Canadians, 
many of whoso fathers fought with 
his soldiers overseas, apparently 
pleased him more than any honor 
Canada could confer upon him. 

When little Simone Cosse. a French 
child of six, came before tho Marshal 
he gently drew her to his aide, bent 
down and kifesed her gently, mur¬ 
muring words In French which only 
the child and her mother understood. 

Drove Ambulance in France. 

Among the hundreds who, during 
the two-hour reception filed past 
Marshal Joffre, there were many whe 
wanted to secure his autograph. For 
sheer lack of time he was obliged to 
refuse their requests. He made an 
exception, however, In the case of 
Miss Anketell-Jones. When the 
Marshal learned that she had /Iriven 
a motor ambulance at the front he 
expressed great Interest. When Miss 
Anketell-Jones asked him to sign hei 
autograph hook he readily agreed 
and, when tho reception was over 
penned his name upon Its leaves. 

Among those whom the Marshal 
received were the students of the 
Victoria College who marched down 
to the Hotel In a body to see the 
famous military chief. 

After tho reception the Marshal 
rested In his suite at the Hotel. This 
evening he will be the guest of honor 
at a Canadian Club dinner at haU 
past six. All tickets for this function 
have been sold so that the capacity 
of the Hotel ballroom will he taxed 
by the hundreds who are eager to 
see Victoria's distinguished visitor 
Dress at this dinner will be Informal. 

At half past eight the Marshal and 
his staff will receive In the Parlia¬ 
ment Buildings for a couple of hours.

London Writers Comment on 
Allies’ Decisions 

Criticism of Proposals Also Is 
Voiced 


PUBLIC INVITED TO 
JOFFRE RECEPTION 


Ottawa. March 28.—(Canadian 
Press)—"I am not In favor of pro¬ 
hibition in anything, hut I do favor 
temperance in everything.” said Pre¬ 
mier King, to, a large delegation re¬ 
presentative of the Dominion Alli¬ 
ance of Canada, which met him and 
other members of the Government at 
one o’clock this afternoon. 

The delegation asked that the Gov¬ 
ernment enact a Canada-wide law 
prohibiting the manufacture, impor¬ 
tation, exportation and inter-pro¬ 
vincial transportation of intoxicat¬ 
ing liquors for beverage purposes at 
the present session. 

Assistance. 

The answer of the Prime Minister 
was decisive. He assured the dele¬ 
gates that the Government was pre¬ 
pared to take any necessary steps 
to assist the provinces In enforcing 
the law as it at present Rtood. but 
that Jhere was no possibility of the 
introduction of a measure of total 
prohibition at the present session of 
Parliament. Mr. King went further 
and told the delegates that he felt 
that an effort to enforce total pro¬ 
hibition at present might deal a seri¬ 
ous blow to the temperance forces In 
Canada The government had been 
In power for less than three months 
and the Ministers were hardly fa¬ 
miliar with their departments. Since 
taking office, the Government had re¬ 
ceived a great many suggestions of 
desirable legislation, hut the mem¬ 
bers of the Cabinet must be granted 
time to consider suggestions. 

Premier King said that to ask the 
Government to go before tho House 
of Commons knowing so little of the 
views of the individual members in 
regard to the great question brought 
forward by the delegation might be 
fatal to the very result which the! 
delegates desired to achieve. 

Temperance. 

He assured the delegates that hoi 
and his colleagues favored temper¬ 
ance, and he also said that he him¬ 
self did not favor prohibition In any-

Tho Soviet's demand for the 
evacuation of Bessarabia by Rou- 
maniA is said to be a card which 
doubtless will be played heavily 
against the Little Entente. 

Protection. 

Paris. March 28.—The Rusfeiun 
Soviet Government is taking 1 extraor¬ 
dinary measures to protect its dele¬ 
gates to the Genoa Conference on 
their journey to Italy, according to 
information received by the French 
Foreign Office. 

The Baltic States through which 
the delegates will pass have been 
asked to provide special military and 
police protection.

The Westminster Gazette thinks 
substantial results have been achiev¬ 
ed, but Is doubtful whether the set¬ 
tlement will prove permanent. 

Condemnation is expressed by The 
Chronicle, which says there Is no 
justification for the concession to 
Turkey, "made only because Franco 
insisted upon them.”

Miners’ Wages and “Check 
off” Are Issues 


New York, March 28.—After a week 
of preliminary skirmishing, the coal 
miners and operators’ sub-committee 
on wage contract negotiations was 
prepared to-day to attack the chief 
points at Issue, the demand of the 
unions for a twenty per cent, wage 
increase and a raise of a dollar a shift 
for day workers. 

Upon the operators’ reception of 
these demands, with a third stipula¬ 
tion that tho check-off system be 
established in All mines, depends the 
early settlement of the strike set for 
April 1. That is the feeling at union 
headquarters here. 

Both sides are agreed that the fu¬ 
ture of the bituminous industry as 
well as that of the anthracite, is de¬ 
pendent largely on the basis of set¬ 
tlement of these three demands. It Is 
freely predicted that the operators of 
the bituminous mines will make no 
move to settle the strike which also 
will close their mines April 1 until 
a wage scale is fixed for the anthra¬ 
cite Industry. 

No Easy Victory. 

Neither side looks for an, easy vic¬ 
tory In the present conference. The 
miners assert their men are “willing 
to go on a long vacation.” 

The operators also express a wil¬ 
lingness that the mines should cease 
producing temporarily. They have 
taken a positive stand agalnRt any 
increase In miners' wages and have 
announced their Intention of using 
every means to negotiate a new con¬ 
tract on a basis of decrease from 
tho present scale.

Africa had been plotted many months 
before with a view of taking advan¬ 
tage of any Industrial disturbances 
that might arise.

NEW OIL WELL 

IN PITTSBURGH 

GIVES SUPPLY 


British Columbia Minister 
Speaks in Toronto 

Immigration Solution for Can¬ 
ada’s Present Difficulties 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 28.—Oil, said 
to be of unusually high grade, has 
been brought in with a natural flow 
of more than 100 barrels a day from 
a well located on n 100-acre tract in 
the heart of the 28th Ward of Pitts¬ 
burg.

I Ottawa, March 27.—John Millar, 
Progressive member for Qu'Appelle. 
Kask . addressing the Commons dur¬ 
ing the consideration of the esti¬ 
mates of the Department of Soldiers’ 
Civil Ke-Eslahhshment,. last even¬ 
ing, expressed disappointment that 
the Government was granting in¬ 
creases to high salaried men. On the 
prairies it was considered that a 
salary of $5,000 a year was quite 
enough.

lingness to co-operate to this ex¬ 
tent is an important admission 
oh both parts that there is a 
genuine desire fot- some form of 
cordiality between the govern¬ 
ments of the two sections. 

, Matters have come to their 
present pass because it lias not 
been possible for the Ulster 
llovernment or the Provisional 
Administration in Dublin to hold 
the extremists in check. Sir 
James Craig has been just as 
helpless as Mr. Michael Collins 
—the radical elements on both 
sides have ignored every exhor¬ 
tation issued by the authorities. 
But the -chief trouble in the 
South can be traced to the fact 
that.de Valera and the malcon¬ 
tents in the “republican army” 
have been allowed to get too far 
out of hand without what could 
only have been a determined at¬ 
tempt to cool their ardor from 
the Free Staters. And condi¬ 
tions have now reached a stage 
where the Provisional Govern¬ 
ment will have to make up its 
nfind either to deal wAh the fol¬ 
lowers of the self-appointed 
jiseudo-president in such a man¬ 
ner as will force an issue be¬ 
tween the two factions, or per¬ 
mit things to take their own 
murderous course at the expense 
o) peace as a whole and the de¬ 
struction of what should become 
the Free State* Government 
under the Anglo-Irish Treaty. 

Sir James Craig is faced with 
a similar problem with the one 
exception that there is not that 
cleavage between the Ulsterites 
which actually exists in the 
South. Messrs. Collins and 
Griffith have so recently adopted 
a new political role as far as Sinn 
Fein Ireland’s outlook towards 
Great Britain is concerned that 
it; is much more difficult for 
them, and the provisional regime 
over whose destinies they wield 
the greater influence, to take 
the sterner course. Ou the other 
hand unless the present state of 
affairs is capable of adjustment 
by peaceful methods the Free 
Staters will be compelled to 
make it a local affair, with the 
supporters of the Treaty on the 
one side and the “republican” 
extremists on the other, or take 
tleir troubles to the British Gov¬ 
ernment and invite such forcible 
aid as may be required from 
time to time. 

■ In cither case Ulster's atti¬ 
tude will he determined by 
the course of events. Meanwhile 
the most hopeful sign is the 
London Conference and an ap¬ 
parent desire on the part of the 
officials of North and South to 
formulate a policy that will give 
effect to most of the undertak¬ 
ings to which both parties have 
been able to subscribe without 
unreasonable friction.

THAT TREATY. 

To restore Turkey to a condi¬ 
tion which too closely resembles 
iter status quo ante helium will 
be a'bitter pill for most people 
to swallow. But through their 
intention and desire to let 
all that remains of the Ottoman 
Empire realize that the practices 
which marked the rule of the 
Sultan must cease for all time 
it is probable that the Allied na¬ 
tions were not wholly seized of 
the importance of what a too 
drastic order would produce in 
the Islamic world as a whole. It 
is a simple matter to be wise 
after the event; it is not diffi¬ 
cult for British statesmen to 
understand something of the ef¬ 
fect which the Treaty of Sevres 
in its present form has actually 
had upon India and such parts 
of the Empire wherein Moslems 
have made their home. At the 
same time there does not appear 
to he the slightest need for the 
Allied Foreign Ministers to 
over-estimate some of the hap¬ 
penings whose sole origin has 
been traced to the allegedly 
iniquitous terms of the pact now 
about to be revised. The whole 
question is a ease- for sane con¬ 
sideration and a demand for the 
payment of due regard to such 
phases of political evolution in 
Southern Europe and Asia Minor 
as may directly concern the 
British Empire and is not 
wholly unconnected with the in¬ 
ternational relations of her Al¬ 
lies. 

SHOCKING! 

Some people are wont to look 
upon any sort of official pro¬ 
cedure ig Great Britain as some¬ 
thing that neither time nor cir¬ 
cumstance may alter. Ecclesi¬ 
astical ritual and the ordered 
ways of members of the Cloth 
would he instantly regarded as 
immovable. But the Vicar of 
St. Matthews at Portsmouth has 
kicked over the traces in his own 
Parish Magazine as follows: 

"I desire to cut as clean as I 
may any connection with offi¬ 
cialdom in the Church. 

' “Rural deans <aa such), arch¬ 
deacons and bishops can all go 

to-Cosham, so far as I am 

concerned! 

"With the single and conspicu¬ 
ous exception of the late Bishop 
of Southampton, they have in¬ 
variably got In the way of any¬ 
thing sensible I ever tried to do, 
and generally mode themselves 
an undying nuisance. 

"I refuse any longer to be 
tucked up with anyone In gait¬ 
ers or rosettes. I have had my 
whack." 

Whatever the sequel may be 
the vicar in question will have 
had the satisfaction of recording 
his idea of certain formulas 
which apparently run counter to 
his own particular conception ot' 
ministering to the people. If he 
has done nothing else lie has 
gently jarred the tradition of 
centuries and probably manu¬ 
factured a good row in his dio¬ 
cese. 

NOT MUCH! 

Current rumor in Great Brit¬ 
ain has it that Sir Arthur Bal- 
1 four is finding it so dull in the 
House of Commons that he would 
probably accept an Earldom and 
i enter the Upper House where he 
would be a “pillar of strength.” 
Until the distinguished states¬ 
man has something to say about 
the subject himself we should 
hazard the guess that a seat in 
the House of Lords would be 
about the last thing that would 
entice him to any further politi¬ 
cal activity. It is almost safe 
to assume that lie would have 
remained plain Mr. Balfour if he 
could have taken such a course 
without offending the suscepti¬ 
bilities of a nation which insists 
that real merit shall be reward-! 
ed in visible form; but if Sir Ar¬ 
thur melts to the point that is 
now suggested he will be calling 
himself names for the rest of his 
natural life. We are prepared 
to believe that when a statesman 
performs one of the greatest na¬ 
tional services after, having 
reached the age when Retirement 
with honor and dignity would 
have been easily possible he 
would surely hesitate to transfer 
such political interest as he may 
propose to retain to a chamber 
that is still in the process of 
democratic reformation.

This Is Reply to Tax Imposed 
by Vancouver . 

Vancouver, March 28.—Soft-footed, 
quiet-mannered, sympathetic sick¬ 
room deportment Is all very well for 
the doctors of Vancouver when pro¬ 
fessionally engaged, but when occa¬ 
sion convinces them that they are 
being unjustly treated, they become 
liko other men, “two-fisted and 
hard-hitting/' 

They objected to the $25 profes¬ 
sional tax imposed by the City Coun¬ 
cil as a trades license, because they 
say only ten per cent, of them of 
making a decant living. Protesting 
ihe license before the finance com¬ 
mittee, they drew attention to the 
large amount of free work their ethics 
demp.nded of them. Finding the 
aldermen hard-hearted, and realising 
that to obey the law and be good 
citizens they must pay the fee, they 
have adopted a course which will 
cause some consternation in alder- 
manic circlea 

"Resolved, that the Vancouver 
Medical Association do hereby re¬ 
quest the City Council to pay for all 
indigen* work done by members of 
this association, and also for the 
notification of ail infectious diseases 
1 to the health department." 

That is the doctors’ answer to the 
council. Whether they can make it 
stick or not is another matter, but 
the resolution was passed and a copy 
now awaits aldennanic action. 

Physicians arc required by law to 
make certain reports to the civic 
authorities, so that the doctors may 
POt proceed very far upon that score. 
AH Indigent persons, especially the 
sick and ailing, however, are morally 
municipal charges, and it is con¬ 
ceded in City Hall circles .that the 
doctors are striking close to the 
bullseye of responsibility when they 
demand that the city pay for treat¬ 
ment of indigent cases—if thoso cases 
be sent them by civic officials. 

ROBERTSON PREDICTS 
GOVERNMENT BREAK 
BEFORE MANY YEARS 

H. B. Robertson, K. C-, last night 
made the prediction before Ward 
Four Conservatives that the Liberal 
Government of Hon. Mackenzie King 
at Ottawa would not live out its full 
term. He said the Government was 
composed of a combination of pro¬ 
tectionists and free traders and the 
combination would not stay mixed 
Indefinitely. He declared such an al¬ 
liance unnatural.

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Turkey Head Breakwater Is 
Endorsed By Council 

“The Municipal Council is pre¬ 
pared to give favorable consideration 
to the project for a breakwater at 
Turkey Head, Oak Bay, provided that 
it can be built without expense to 
the municipality, and in connection 
with this project is prepared to give 
public access to the waterfront to 
Turkey Head, and to permit the re¬ 
moval of the necessary rock on that 
point.” 

Tho above resolution was adopted 
by the Oak Bay Council last evening 
after hearing a report on this ques¬ 
tion. This issue has occupied con¬ 
siderable attention in the district. 

Some years ago an appropriation 
wus voted In the Federal estimates 
for a breakwater at Oak Bay, but 
the amount was never expended. 
Recently the question came up again, 
when owners of property in the dis¬ 
trict to be affected asked the Council 
for its opinion, and the Dominion 
District Engineer was also requested 
to report on the matter. 

The desire is for a breakwater 
capable of protecting shipping, of 
sufficient length to provide a shelter 
for steamers, and a wharf for the 
handling of passengers and freight. 

Since the matter was taken up 
with the Council some weeks ago a 
committee has been engaged on tho 
question, and Councillor Crease was 
able to make a report yesterday, as a 
result of which the motion was 
drafted to express the opinion of the 
Council on tho subject. It is as¬ 
sumed now that the way will be 
clear for proceeding with the en¬ 
gineering plans.

Theiy must be heavy 
cuts all along the line, Alderman E. 1 
8. Woodward, Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee, declared to-day. 

At to-morrow’s conference City de- 
partment heads will be usked to re-1 
vise their estimates for the year and 
whittle them down to a new low 
level and George Jay, Chairman of tho' 
School Board, will be requested to 
ask the School Board to cut Its 
annual budget down without delay. 

Even estimates that have been de¬ 
bated and passed by the Council 
will be brought Aip again and. if 
Finance Committee members have 
their way, revised downward- Whole 
votes for vurious purposes and In 
various departments wHl be struck 
out altogether under the Committee's 
plans. 

The total budget must be reduced 
at any cost, tho Committee believes. 

Must Maks Cuts. 

"There is no need for blue-ruin 
talk, but we simply have got to cut 
down expenditures," Alderman Wood¬ 
ward said to-day. "We must reduce 
the expenditures at present planned 
to a new minimum. The present 
budget is much too large and will 
have to be cut unless ihe people of 
Victoria wish to pay heavily increased 
taxes."

The Federal Income Tax Law was 
amended In .1921 by an Act modifying 
some of the penalties Imposed by the 
Act of 1920; bdt In general the law re¬ 
mains unchanged. 

1. You must ask and get for yourself 
the form on which your return has to 
be made. The Government does not send 
you tt form Without being asked.' AU 
forms are obtainable at the Assistant 
Inspector's office, 409 Post Office Build¬ 
ing Victoria, B. C., or from, any one of 
the 97 Post Offices on the Island. 

2 . You must fill in the form with ac¬ 
curacy and completeness, and calculate 
the amount of tax for which your in¬ 
come makes you liable. The Government 
does not make the calculatiop for you— 
It only checks up your figures and state¬ 
ments. 

3. You must deliver to the Inspector 
of Taxation by April 29 (April 30. 1922, 
being a Sunday), not only the form you 
have filled In, but also the tax Itself, or 
an instalment of it—-not less than one- 
fourth. 

4. If you pay less than the whole tax 
on April 29, you must pay the balance 
in three two-monthly Instalments with) 
6 per cent, interest. 

5. If you are late In sending In your 
return, 5 per cent, (but not -more than 
$500) Is added to your tax. In the case 
of companies. executors. trustees, 
guardians and employers, the penalty Is 
$10 for each day of default, but no$more 
than $50. 

0 If you send in less than a fourth of 
the tax as estimated by yourself, to be¬ 
gin with, then, besides the 6 per cent, 
regularly charged on the deferred instal¬ 
ments. you have to pay extra interest 
cn the defieieney at the rate of 4 per 
rent, per annum.

Farm Income and Expenditure. 

>A Farmer or Rancher haa to supply, 
on a special form a large number of 
details. 

He has to include among other items 
of gross revenue the value of his pro¬ 
ducts consumed on the farm Itself, and 
of products bartered as well ns sold. 

He may deduct, 'among other Items of 
expediture: 

1. Wages and board of hired help 
employed in preparing land for crops; 
In cultivating, harvesting and market¬ 
ing same; and In caring for livestock. 
2. Cost of seed, feed, and fertlllxers. i 
3. Cost of small implements and sun-.

Married Women’s Incomes. 

A married woman having a private 
income not derived In any way from her 
husband may claim personal exemption 
up to $2,000, for Normal Tax. Just as 
he does. Beyond this figure she is 
liable to the same taxes as anyone else, 
and must apply for a form and send 
It In with the necessar? remittance. 

In such a case, the $200 exemption 
for each dependent child may be claimed 
by either husband or wife, but not by 
both. 

No partnership between husbapd and 
wife Is •.recognized by the Income Tax 
Lrfiw. A man and wife carrying on a 
business together cannot make separ¬ 
ate returns and claim two exemptions, 
on the ground that they draw separate 
Incomes from the business. The law 
treats such a pair of incomes as one. 
Income From Estates. 

The Income Tax Is levied on Income 
from an estate whether that income 
has been distributed or not.

Paris, March 28.—That the Persh¬ 
ing Stadium is unsafe and might 
endanger the lives of thousands of 
spectators if the 1924 Olympic games 
are held there is the gist of the re¬ 
port read before the Paris municipal 
council yesterday'by Frantz Relchel, 
secretary of the French Olypmic 
committee. The municipal council 
proposed to make the necessary re¬ 
pairs on the Stadium and* bring the 
plan before the French Olympic Com¬ 
mittee next Friday. But it an¬ 
nounced that so far as the council Is 
concerned, the Olympics must be 
held in the Pershing Stadium. 

"America is quite ready to take 
over the Olympic games," said the re¬ 
port read by M. Reichel, "and build 
a modern stadium. If the municipal 
council Is not ready to suggest a plan 
by Friday which will be acceptable 
to the Olympic committee we shall 
turn the matter back \o the interna¬ 
tional Olympic committee."

TEAM SEEKS CHANGE 

dnable to Be in Condition for 
Round in France by June 
20; May Play in U. S. 

Toronto, March 28--In a letter 
from G. H. Meldrun of Toronto, presl- | 
dent of the Canadian Lawn Tennis 
Association, to E. H. LaFramboise, 1 
Montreal, member of the Canadian 
Davis Cup team, last Saturday, the I 
president states that he Is in com¬ 
munication with the United States 
Tennis Association with a view to 
having the schedule of the Canada- | 
France preliminary games for June 
20 next in France, changed. He 
points out that the date for these 
games gives the Canadian team no 
time to get into practice on this side, 
owing to climatic, conditions in the 
Dominion, and that in consequence 
thS team would have to meet the 
French contenders without fair prac¬ 
tice. Accordingly, he has notified the 
French Association that Canada can 
not play at the date selected. 

In cases where two teams can not 
agree on dates to play the rules set 
forth that they shall play in the coun¬ 
try which holds the Davis Cup. This 
would 1 mean that Canada would meet 
France in the United States on a 
date not later than July 29 which 
would give ample time for getting in¬ 
to shape. 

Toronto, March 28.—A cablegram 
has been received by the- Canadian 
Lawn Tennis Association from the 
French association suggesting that 
Canada play the first round for the 
D«Hs Cup in Paris on June 17. 18 
and 19. Yesterday’s press dispatches 
from Montreal stating that Canada 
had notified France that a team 
would not be sent to France, was said 
to be incorrect, as no such action hag 
so far been taken.

After tentative discussion for a 
number of years the Esquimau Coun¬ 
cil in session last evening voted to 
instal a system of garbage collection 
and disposal. The lack of thts facil-; 
ity has led in the past to curt notes 
from land owners who objected to 
one or other of the Municipal dumps. 
One dump, that on Fraser Street, was 
built along the roadway until the road 
was raised so high that the engineer 
called a halt, saying that any further 
addition would flood the land.
